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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Silverbrook 
(U.S. Pat. 6,270,182). 

Silverbrook discloses: 

regarding claim 1, a body defining a recess (Figure 3) dimensioned to 
locate a removable inkjet cartridge (42), the removable inkjet cartridge having a 
pagewidth printhead (102) and ink supply for supplying ink to the printhead (Figures 13, 
1 4; Abstract; Column 8, Lines 26 - 30; Column 1 0, Lines 47-54; Column 1 1 , Lines 4 - 
9) 

terminals positioned upon the body to contact corresponding terminals 
located upon the removable inkjet cartridge upon insertion of said cartridge into the 
recess thereby facilitating electrical communication between cradle and the printhead of 
said cartridge for causing ink ejection from the printhead (Column 18, Lines 18-25) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2, 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Silverbrook (U.S. Pat. 6,270,182) in view of Silverbrook et al (U.S. Pat. 6,588,952). 

Silverbrook ('182) discloses all the claimed limitations except for the 
following: 

regarding claim 2, wherein the terminals are located upon one or more 
walls of the recess 

regarding claim 5, wherein the terminals comprise data and power 

terminals 

Silverbrook ('952) discloses: 

regarding claim 2, wherein the terminals are located upon one or more 
walls of the recess (Column 4, Lines 54 - 59), for the purpose of communicating print 
data to the printhead. 

regarding claim 5, wherein the terminals comprise data and power 
terminals (Column 4, Lines 46 - 59), for the purpose of communicating print data to the 
printhead. 

At the time the invention was made it would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the teaching of the terminals are located upon one 
or more walls of the recess; the terminals comprise data and power terminals as taught 
by Silverbrook ('952) into the device of Silverbrook ('182). The motivation for doing so 
would have been to communicate the print data to the printhead. 
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Claims 3, 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Silverbrook (U.S. Pat. 6,270,182) as modified by Silverbrook et al (U.S. Pat. 6,588,952), 
as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Silverbrook et al (U. S. Pat. 
6,755,513). 

Silverbrook ('182) as modified by Silverbrook ('952) discloses: 

regarding claim 3 and 4, wherein the recess is elongate (Figure 3) 
Silverbrook ('182) as modified by Silverbrook ('952) does not disclose 
expressly: 

regarding claim 3, wherein the terminals are located on at least one end 
wall of the recess 

regarding claim 4, wherein the terminals are located on opposing end 
wall of the recess 

Silverbrook etal ('513) discloses: 

regarding claim 3, wherein the terminals are located on at least one end 
wall of the recess. (Column 9, Lines 20 - 34; Claims 3-5; Figure 2), for the purpose of 
establishing communication with the removable inkjet cartridge. 

regarding claim 4, wherein the terminals are located on opposing end 
wall of the recess (Column 9, Lines 20 - 34; Claims 3-5; Figure 2), for the purpose of 
establishing communication with the removable inkjet cartridge. 

At the time the invention was made, it would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the teaching of the terminals are located on at 
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least one end wall of the recess; the terminals are located on opposing end wall of the 
recess as taught by Silverbrook et al ('513) into the device of Silverbrook ('182) as 
modified by Silverbrook et al ('952). The motivation for doing so would have been to 
communicate print data to the printhead and to establish communication with the 
removable inkjet cartridge. 



Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Silverbrook (U.S. Pat. 6,270,182) in view of Silverbrook et al (U.S. Pat. 6,588,952), 
Kakutani (U.S. Pub. 2004/0095432) and Silverbrook et al (U. S. Pat. 6,755,513). 
Silverbrook ('182) discloses: 

regarding claim 6, body defining an elongate recess (Figure 3) 
dimensioned to mate with a removable inkjet cartridge of a type having a pagewidth 
printhead and ink supply for supplying ink to the printhead (Figures 13, 14; Abstract; 
Column 8, Lines 26 - 30; Column 1 0, Lines 47 - 54; Column 1 1 , Lines 4-9) 
Silverbrook ('182) does not disclose expressly: 

regarding claim 6, power and data terminals; terminals positioned upon 
opposing end walls of the recess 

corresponding terminals located upon the removable inkjet cartridge upon 
insertion of said cartridge into the recess thereby facilitating electrical communication 
between said cradle and said cartridge for causing ink ejection from the printhead 
Kakutani discloses: 
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regarding claim 6, corresponding terminals located upon the removable 
inkjet cartridge upon insertion of said cartridge into the recess thereby facilitating 
electrical communication between cradle and said cartridge for causing ink ejection form 
the printhead (Paragraphs 0224, 0240), for the purpose of communicating print data to 
the printhead. 

Silverbrook ('952) discloses: 

regarding claim 6, power and data terminals (Silverbrook ('952): Column 
4, Lines 46 - 59), for the purpose of establishing communication with the removable 
inkjet cartridge. 

Silverbrook et a I ('513) discloses: 

regarding claim 6, terminals positioned upon opposing end walls of the 
recess (Column 9, Lines 20 - 34; Claims 3-5; Figure 2), for the purpose of 
establishing communication with the removable inkjet cartridge. 

At the time the invention was made, it would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the teaching of power and data terminals; 
terminals positioned upon opposing end walls of the recess; corresponding terminals 
located upon the removable inkjet cartridge upon insertion of said cartridge into the 
recess thereby facilitating electrical communication between said cradle and said 
cartridge for causing ink ejection from the printhead as taught by Silverbrook ('952), 
Silverbrook et al ('51 3) and Kakutani into the device of Silverbrook ('182). The 
motivation for doing so would have been to communicate print data to the printhead and 
to establish communication with the removable inkjet cartridge.
